SiR JOHN IS DEAD. - 


The Sufferings of the Aged Cana- 
dian Premier Ended. 


Sir John Alexander Macdonald, the Most 


Forceful Figure in Canadian Poli- 
tics for the Last Half Cen- 
tury is No More. 





OTTAWA, Ont., June 6.—Sir John Mac- 
donald isdead. A nation is mourning] 
its greatest statesman, and a great party 
is in grief for the loss of a beloved 
leader. Toward that sick chamber at 
Earns Cliffe public thought has been 
directed for the last tem days and the 
sympathy of the nation has gone out in 
greater force as the picture presented 
grew weaker and more pathetic. From 
all parts of the Dominion and from the 
sovereign herself came tender messages 
of condolence, and anxious inquiries as 
to the aged statesman’s condition. To 
all of these inquiries but one answer 
could be given—the end might be de- 
layed but was inevitable. 





Sir John MacDonald. 
The beginning of the end came early 


Friday morning. The premier had 
slept the greater part of the night and 
throughout the day he slept at inter- 
vals. The afternoon bulletin from the 
physicians at the bedside announced 
that the premier’s strength was rapidly 
diminishing and then all hope fled. As 
the afternoon slowly waned profound 
stillness reigned at Earns Cliffe. The 
scene after nightfall was impressive in 
its solemnity. Up to midnight anx- 
ious groups gathered upon the lawn 
and spoke in whispers of the dying 
patient’s condition. 


its work, and he sank so low that for 
some time he seemed to have ceased to 
live. He rallied feebly, however, and 
fought his way back to his hold on life. 
His stupendous vitality was making a 
grand struggle. 

Many members of parliament came 
to Earns Cliffe during the early evening 
to learn personally the patient's condi- 
tion. The governor-general with an 
aide-de-camp walked over to make his 
last nightly visit. 

At midnight the callers had all de- 
parted and the correspondents were 
left to watch the night out alone. The 
hours wore slowly on. 

‘Lhe light of a new day brought with 
it nothing to relieve the anxious sus- 
pense. There was no change in the 
patient’s condition; he was  uncon- 
scious. His limbs were numb and 
there was nothing tomark that life was 
not extinct save the feeble flutterings 
of the pulse and the almost impercepti- 
ble breathing. The family had been 
rathered about the bed-side all night. 
Lady Maedonald, almost worn out by 
her long vigil, was there, and the pre- 
mier’s son, Hugh John Macdonald, had 
kept his place by his father’s side. 

There was no bulletin from the phy- 
sicians yesterday morning. Nothing 
ould be said beyond what had already 
been given out. It was a matter of 

ime—perhaps moments, perhaps hours. 
lhe marvelous vitality which was stay- 
‘uy the hand of death was slowhy-but 
surely ebbing. The seenes of the 
morning and afternoon were _ but 
counterparts of Friday. 

At 2 o’cloek his physicians conferred 
and said that the premier could not last 
until 9 o'clock. ~The dying premier had 
been perfectly unconscious for..nearly 
thirty hours, and still the spark of life 
lingered on. 

The members of the cabinet had a 
long’ meeting in the afternoon. Minis- 
ters Dowdey, Dowell, Tupper'an@® Cog- 
tigan afterward called at Barns Cliffe 
for the last report. The action of the 
patient's heart at times during..the 
evening was so feeble that Sir John 
was. believed to be dead. Once the 
family gathered at the bedside undér 
the impression that the end had come, 
but it proved to be another of the 
dreaded sinking spells, which, in sué 
cession, had left the aged statesman 
with less and less vitality. Not since 
5.0’ cloek Friday afternoon had any sub- 
stantial liquid nourishment passed his 
lips.

Will Lie In State—Telegrams of Condo- 
lence. 

OTrrawa, Ont., June 8.—Sir John Mac- 
donald’s body will be privately re- 
moved from Earns Cliffe to the parlia- 
ment buildings, and will lie in state 
from 10 o'clock Tuesday morning until 
the hour of the funeral. The state 
funeral will leave the parliament build- 
ings at 1 o’clock p. m. Wednesday for 
St. Alban’s church; thence to the Ca- 
nadian Pacifie station, whence the body 
will be conveyed to Kingston. ‘The 
body will lie in state in the city hall 
in Kingston until noon, when the inter- 
ment will take place. 

In all the city churches yesterday 
touching references were made to the 
departed statesman. Hundreds of tel- 
egrams reached Lady Macdonald dur 
ing the day. They all extended con- 
dolences and sympathy. Queen Vic- 
toria telegraphed from Balmoral to the 
governor-general that she was decply ) 
pained to learn of Sir John's death, 
which was regarded as a great loss to 
Canadaand the sovereign. SirCharlcs 
Tupper also cabled a message of sym- 
pathy from Vienna. Other messages 
were received from Lord Salisbury and 
scores of notables in England. 


{Sir John Alexander Macdonald, G.C. B., 
D. C. L., LL. D., eldest. son of the late Hugh 
Macdonald, Esq., of Sutherlandshire, Scot- 
jand,was born in Glasgow, January 11, 1815. 
He received hiseducation at the royal gram- 
mar school, Kingston, under Dre. Watson, a 
fellow of Oxford university. After leaving 
this seminary he studied law with Gcofge 
Mackenzie, and becume a_ barrister in 
Cangda in - 1833; became a queen’s 
counsel in 1816, and a bencher ex- 


holds the rank of past grand senior warden 
of the Canada freemasons, as well as being 
the representative in Canada of the grand 


lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons of England. He held a 
seat in the executive coungil of Canada 


for eleven vears.. He held the position of 
receiver-general in 1847, was commissioner 
of crown lands in 1847-43 and was attorney- 
gencral in 1854-62, 1854-67 and prime minister 
in 1858; government leader in the assembly 
in 1864-67 and minister of military affairs 
from J862 to 1967. In 1865 he was requested to 
take the place of Sir EK. P. Tache as prime 
minister on the death of that gentleman, 
but waived his claim in favor of Sir BK. N. 
Belleau. He was sent to England and other 
foreign nations on public business on many 
occasions, and was made chairman of tho 
London colonial conference in 1866-7, 
when the act known as the British 
North American act was passed in 
the imperial parliament. He formed 
the first government on July 1, 1867, 
when the new constitution took effect, when 
hewas sworn a member of the Dominion 
privy eouncil and appointed minister of 
justice and attorney general of Canada, an 
office whieh he filled with marked ability 
until he and his ministry resigned under the 
Union Pacific charges November 6, 1872. On 
the resignation of the reform administra- 
tion in 1878 he formed the present 
government, in which he became minister 
of the interior, but resigned this portfolio to 
become president of the council and super- 
intendent general of Indian affairs in 1883. 
In 1871 he became one of her majesty’s 
joint high commissioners, to act in 
company with Kart De _ Gray, Sir 
Stafford Northcote, Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton and Montague’ Bernard in effect- 
ing, with five commissioners appointed 
by the president of the United States, a set- 
tlement of the Alabama claims and other 
matters in dispute between America and 
Great Britain. The labors of the joint high 
commission resulted in the treaty of Wash- 
ington, signed on May 8, 1871, in Washinton, 
D.C. He has received many honorable titles 
and degrees from various colleges and gocie- 
ties. Oxford university conferred upon him 
the degree of D.C. L. in 185. He received 
the title of LL.D. from Queens university, 
Kingston, and D. C. L. from the uni- 
versity of Trinity college, Toronto. Ho 
was created a K.C. B. in 1857,a G. C. B. 
in 1884 and a knight of the igragd cross 
of the royal order of Isabella Gatolica (of 
Spain) in 1872. He became & member of the 
privy council in 1879 and was-unanimonsly 
elected leader of the Canadian liberal con- 
servative opposition in November, 188%. Sir 
John gave the government the benefit of his 
long and valuable experience in perfecting 
many important measures. During the sum- 
mer of 1880 he visited England incompany 
with the ministers of railways and agricul- 
ture, where they arranged the contract for 
the construction of the Canadian Pacific 
railroad. He visited England again in 
1884, and was recogized and honored as the 
pioneer of imperial unity. He atten“ed the 
conference held in London at which the im- 
perial league was formed and moved the 
appointment of a general committee to con- 
duct its affairs. Sir John has been married 
twice. His first wife was Isabella, daughter 
‘of Alexander Olark; Esq., of Dalnavert, In- 
vernessshtre, Scotland, who died in 1986.

est the secretary of the treasury chose 
to fix, and “f° have no doubt.” said 
Secretary Foster, “that the western 
banks would extend their holdings of 
4'¢ per cent. without any: interest.” 

The secretary here picked up a state- 
ment showing that 414 per cent. bonds 
held by national banks te secure circu-, 
lation and government deposits were 
distributed as foliows: New England’ 
states, $3,743,850: middle states, $5,- 
695,400; southern states, $38,447,300. 
western states, $13,784,900. 

“The western banks,” continued Sec- 
retary Foster, ‘reeeive as high as 8 to 
10 per cent. for money while 6 per 
cent. is the ruling rate in the east. 
Western banks could perhaps better 
afford to have their holdings of 4!4 per 
cent. bonds extended at1 per cent. than 
the eastern banks could at 2 per cent, 
interest. These latter banks, he said, 
“argued that a rate of less than 2 per 
cent. would reduce the bonds to par or 
a fraction below, and when they 
reached that point the bonds would be 
presented to the treasury for payment 
and would have to be redeemed, of 
course, at par.” 

“I think myself,” said Secretary Fos- 
ter, ‘‘that it would be well to have the 
bonds command'a premium in the mar- 
ket.” 

“Then again,” continued Secretary 
Foster, “these eastern banks offer to 
take all the 44¢ per cent. bonds not now 
held by national banks—some $25,000, 
000—and increase their circulation to 
that extent. This is a consideration 
not. to be overlooked, especially in view 
of the heavy export of gold to Euroge, 
which of course reduces the circulation 
considerably.” 

It was gathered frum all that Gcore- 
tary Foster said, that if the western 
banks would take all the 4!¢ per cent. 
bonds at 1 or 1}¢ per cent. he would let 
them have them; if not, rather than 
force the eastern banks to take less 
than 2 per cent., he was inclined to ex- 
tend them at that rate, provided they 
would take them all, and increase their 
circulation to the amount of 41¢ per 
zent. bonds held by other banks, about 
$25,000,000. 


PHILADELPHIA FINANCES. 








fhe Government Will Afford Ever Facility 
for Obtaining the Fallest Information 
with Regard to the Affairs of the Key- 
stone Bank. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Comptroller 
Lacey joined Secretary Foster at the 
White house yesterday, and they talked 
over with the president at some length 
the financial condition of Philadelphia 
and recent developments as_ brought 
out by the investigation by the city 
council. Asa result of this conference 
Secretary Foster gave to the press last 
aight the following statement: 

‘In response to the letter of Mayor 
Stuart of Philadelphia, addressed to 
the president, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency Lacey will furnish all the corre- 
spondence and statement governing his 
action relating to the Keystone national 
bank. The further examination of the 
affairs of the bank will be continued as 
requested, subject to the approval of the 
United States district attorney of Phil- 
adelphia. 

“If additional information is desired 
as to the action of the comptroller, it is 
probable that he will, subject to the 
opinion of the district attorney, ap- 
pear before the council committee.” 

“In short, the national authorities 
are desirous of furnishing the fullest 
possible information, and will give all 
the facts connected with the Keystone 
national bank affair, so far as they 
have any knowledge.” 


{IDLE INDIANS. 





The Labor Element About Norfolk, Neb., 
Object to Indian Children Being Allowed 


to Weed Beets at the Beet Sugar 
Station. 
WASHINGTON, June 9.—Some time 


ago the managers of the beet sugar sta- 
tion at Norfolk, Neb., requested the 
commissioner of Indian affairs to allow 
the Indian children at the Genoa train- 
ing school to pick the weeds from the 
beets and generally make’ themselves 
useful. ‘The commissioner heartily in- 
dorsed the proposition and notified 
Superintendent Backus, of the 
training school at Genoa, to 
make the necessary arrangements 
.and preparations to transport the chil- 
dren to Norfolk, which is only a short 
distance: Before they had started, 
however, the citizens of Norfolk, prin- 
cipally the labor element, at a meeting 
held to take action in the matter, 
‘passed resolutions vigorously condemn” 
ing® the plan.

The Government to be Paid Off.

Needs of the Colored Race in 
The South Discussed. 





Views Of Experienced Educators on 
The Question. 





Mohonk Lake, N. Y., June 8th. 
The third session of the Mohonk Ne- 
gro Conference, met on the 3rd, 
President Hayes io the chair. In 
his opening address he qnoted freely 
from the recent report of Rev. Dr. 
Haygood. Declaring that the chap- 
ter as to the work and results in the 
education of the Negro in America 
was a success. Ex President Hayes 
called attention to two facts pregnant 
with good for the well being of both 
races in the South, First, commence, 
manfacturiag, mining. farming, and 
other forms of enterprise are giving 
the South all the material and prose 
perity needed for highest civilization. 
Sccond, the increase of the colored 
population asshown by the recent 
census. while it has been during the 
last decade, healthful and normal it 
is not excessive not such as to excite 
the slightest concern as to the ulti- 
mate good relations between the ra- 
ces if continued by enlightened prin- 
ciples. Let us with provide educa- 
tion in its fullest, broadest sense for 
the lately emancipated race in the 
South. 

Rev. Burrows of Buston d elivered 
an address on his recent trip to the 
South to study the situation of the 
Negro and to get the Negroes view 
on the situation. His report was an 
encouraging presentation of the in- 
dustrial, social, religous and ethical 
development of the Negro. 

At the morning session Rey. A. 
W. Pitzer, of Washington, D.C. 
spoke as Southerp man on what has 
been done for the Negre in the South. 


He declared that every door was 
upen W the legro both as a citizen 


and as a man. He showed how much 
the white people were paying for the 
Negro’s education. 

William Harris, U. S. States 
Commissioner of education, gave a 
table of statistics showing the pro- 
gress in education in thirteen years. 
While the white population had in- 
creased 13 per cent, the school pop- 
ulation had nearly doubled. In case 
of the colored people it has more 
than doubled. Harris urged that 
all who gave the money for education 
in the South should give it for _pri- 
mary education. 

Gen. E. Whitney. of Washington; 
spoke of the increasing honesty of 
the colored people. 

Miss Martha Schofield, of the 
Schofield Normal and _ Industrial 
School, at Aiken, 8. C., spoke of the 
present needs of Negroes. 

Miss E. H. Botume, of Port Roy 
al. S. C. spoke on the home life of 
the colored people. The mothers, 
she said used to be taught how to 
take care of their children and the 
children need discipline. The col- 
ored people need to be taught make 
virtue respectable and to make vice 
disrespectable. 

President Bumstead, of Atlanta 
Unixersity, said it was a mistake to 
suppose that the higher education 
of the colored people was being ov- 
erdone not over 5 or at the most 10 
per cent of them were getting it. It 
was a mistake to forget that the 
higher education of the few was con- 
tributing most efficiently to the ele- 
mentary education of the many. 
Another mistake was to depreciate 
higher education in favor of indus- 
trial training; another was to make 
too much of the comical and grotes- 
que side of the Negro life and char- 
acter. 

Morris K Jessup, of New York, 
the Treasurer of the Slater fund, 
emphasises the importance of indus- 
tiial education. ‘The Negro too” he 
said, ‘must be taught to save.” He 
deprecated sectarianism which exists 
in the educational work for the col- 
ored people. 

President Hickman, of Clark Uni- 
versity of Atlanta, read a thoughtful 

paper on the ‘‘Go-Education of the 
Races,” treating the argument of

both sides of the question. The Rev. } 
Lyman Abbott, D. D., said he felt 
sure that tuking the South as a whole, 
prejudices were disappearing and a 
sincere and earnest desire for the best 
ana largest education of the colored 
people was coming. 

President Woodworth, of Tugaloo 
University, Mississippi, gave a valu- 
able paper on the econimic conditions 
of the colored people in Mississippi 
which he thought were better than 
in any other State. This was largely 
because the people were essentially 
an agricultural people. There six 
colored physicians in the State and 
nine colored lawyers, one of whom 
has made many clients. Inthe coun- 
try ee would say that 5 per cent own 
homes and in the city 20 per cent. 
He reported a gain in respect to tem- 
perence, and urge that the productive 
capacity of the Negro should be in- 
creased by education ; train girls in 
household economies aud provide fa- 


cilities for saving investments.

LIFE WITH THE FORTY-NINTH 


Massachusetts Volunteers, or a Pri- 
vate’s View of War, 





This is a volume of 410 pages, hand- 
somely bound in cloth, and embelished 
with a fine steel engraving of Colonel 
(afterwards Major-General) Barlett, of 
whose military life it presents the fullest 
history yet published. The memorable 
campaign, terminating in the surrender 
of Port Hudson, is here, for the first time, 
given its full significance. Our victories 
at Vicksburg and Gettysburg, occuring 
at the same time as that surrender, drew 
the public attention away from a cam- 
paign marked by the most romantic inci- 
dents of the war, a campaign which for 
exhibitions of daring bravery has no su- 
perior in our military history. There the 
splendid valor of the colored troops on 
the field where, under inspiration of free- 
dom, they first grappled in arms with 
their former masters, trumphantly an- 
swered the question; ‘‘ Will the Negro 
Jight?” The forlorn hopes,” organized 
May 27th and June 15th, 1863, stand out 
as something terribly unique in the art of 
war. The desuerateness of the stugele is 
manifested by the fact that, while Grant, 
at Vicksburg, lost in killed and wounded 
18 per cent. of his force, Banks; at Port 
Hudson, lost 19 per cent. 

Early in my military service, believing 
that the true inwardness of war could on- 
ly be shown by the private soldier, I de- 
termined to writea history of my regi- 
ment. Most of it was written in our res- 
pective cams, and in resting intervals 
during marches, and much of it on the 
edge of battle-fields, on loose slips of pa- 
per, sent to the rear to be forwarded to 
my wife in case a Higher Power had se} 
lected-me to fall. I could not improve on 
that. I doubt if Icould so well repro- 
duce ‘‘the old-time thrill and inspiration,” 
so, as then written, Inow publish. 

It is net a skeleton history of a regi- 
ment, but, as its title imparts, itis ‘‘Life 
with the Forty-Ninth.”

A purist might criticise the confusion 
of imzges, embracing tHe harpy and 
the rattlesnake in a_ single sen- 
tence: but passing the defective rhet- 
oric, let us see with what facts Mr. 
Cleveland attempted to deal, and upon 
whrt he rests his charge of wicked and 
reckless extravagance. 

First, then, he refers to the surplus 
which lately remained in the public 
treasury, which suplus by the way, he 
spoke of in 1887 as “‘presaging financial 
eonvulsion and widespread disaster,’ 
and arraigns the republican party for 
having disposed of that which threat- 
ened national bankruptey and all other 
But what does he say 
were the methods adopted for reducing 
the awfulsurp!us? One was the increase 
of the pension roll, another the ex- 
penditure of public money for internal 
improvements, a third a shipping sub- 
sidy, and a fourth corruption and ex- 
travaganee in public office. All the 
rest of his speech, after the usnal man- 
ner of the speaker, is ‘sound and fury, 
signifying nothing,” and meant only 
to catch the ears of those who hear 
without reasoning. 

If, then, Mr. Cleveland has formu- 
lated the democratic platform for 1892, 
his party must go to the country on 
these propositions—repeal of the pen- 
sion laws, stoppage of all internal im- 
provements, utter neglect of American 
shipping interests and a= general 
erusade against malfeasance in office. 
This last plank, by the way, is only 
the 1884 ery of ‘‘examine the books” 
revamped and put into a new form, 
and means nothing more, so it may be 
left out of consideration. 

As to the other planks, if Mr. Cleve- 
land advocates repealing the pension 
laws he should say so now, in so many 
words. If he intends to revert to the 
old-time democratic doctrine of the un- 
constitutionality of national appropri- 
ations for internal improvements, hé 
should state his intention plainly and 
explicitly: and if he deems it a national 
ev sa thi it congress has, in a partial and 
possibly ine ffectua! ! way, attempted to 
follow the example of other maritime 
nations in encouraging our shipping in- 
dustry, he should point out wherein the 
evil consists. If Mr. Cleveland really 
thinks the people of the United States 
will consent to take backward steps in 
these matters, let him announce him- 
self squarely and fairly, and not ap- 
proach these important questions by 
indirection. and 

But this Cleveland speechds noticen- 
ble not less from: Avhat* Mat Cleveland 
did not say than from what he did say, 
Ile was, says ’a democratic, contempo- 
rary, ‘in the House of his friends and 
the camp of his followers, and he knew 
it: and yet he carefully refrained from 
allusion to the two creat subjects of 
national interest, the tariff question 
and the silver question. - Even he must 
have known that under the McKinley 
bill foreign commerce is rapidly in- 
creasing while domestic industries are 
multiplying with equal rapidity; and 
yet his only allusion to the tariff was 
to call it “iniquitous,” which was only 
an echo from his free-trade message of 
Iss. He must also have known that | 
numerous de mocratic newspapers have 
declared that no anti-silver candidate 
can receive the democratic nomination 
in 1892, yet he made no allusion cither 
to the Warner letter or to his recent in- 
terview with the state treasurer of Mis- 
souri, in which he announced himself 
as open to conviction on the question of 
free coinage, in spite of all that he had 
said theretofore. 

In short, Mr. Cleveland talked a good 
deal but said very little, as is his cus- 
tom. He evidently intends that the 
campaign of 1892, if he controls it, shall 
be mi re upon a platform of economy 
and reform, but without any pledges or 
definitions of the meaning or kind of | 
economy and reform. He doubtless 
reasons that he won on glittering gen- 
eralities in 1881 and was uefeated on a 
concrete platform in 1888, so he will try 
the generalities gambit.again. He will 
find that what he is piased to call the 
“campaign of edueation’’ has already 
progressed and that he cannot deceive 
the American people a second time with 
promises couched in indefinite terms 
und with accusations that have not a 
shred or title of evidence to support 
them.—San Francisco Chronicle.
